had to pass a thorough loyalty test and were then enlisted in the Army for a six- 
year period o The first two years were spent in 0GS, and the last four years serving 
with border units or other units deemed important by the Ministry of National Defense® 

2 0 In the spring of 1952, a drive was held at the Autorenova factory in Prague to 

induce ex-officers and NGGs to return to active duty* A number of ex-officers and
